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THE  Trustees  for  the  Lying-in  Hospital, 
Dublin,  bee  Leave  once  more  to  addrefs  their  very 
re  fpeCtable  {Tenantry,  the  Proprietors  of  Private  Li- 
venLd  Sedat  Chairs.  The  unremitting  Attention,  to 
render  this  Duty  (granted  in  1785)  productive,  is  the 
molt  convincing  Evidence  of  the  Neceffi'ties  of  the 
Charity,  and  the  Anxiety  of  its  Guardians. 

Duties  of  this  Nature,  accruing  from  Perfons  of  the 
firft  Rank,  cannot  always  be  collected  in  the  ordinary 
Modes.  It  is  true,  the  exprefs  Terms  of  the  Statute 
are  Penalties,  Diftrefs,  Sale,  & c,  and  the  executive  Civil 
Power  of  this  City,  the  Police,  are  Joint  Proprietors, 
2nd  have  a common  Intereft  ; but  the  Amount  in  Detail 
is  fo  very  trifling,  the  Truftees  for  theHofpital,  think 
it  more  advifable  to  folicit  their  Tenantry  into  Com- 
pliance, than  to  have  Recourfe  to  Law. 

Thefe  Duties  are  actually  mortgaged,  and  Intereft 
from  a corporate  Body,  (hould  and  is  mod  punctually 
attended  to.  How  then  can  Arrears  be  admitted, 
when  there  is  not  any  other  Fund  to  fupply  an  Ad- 
vance > 

It  is  therefore  earneftly  requefted  that  Chair  Pro- 
prietors will  pleale  to  fend  the  Duties  to  the  Police- 
Office,  or  pay  the  Receiver  who  is  now  in  the  Col- 
lection. 

The  Methods  propofed  to  enforce  Payment  from 
the  RefraCtory,  are  the  mod  coercive  to  a generous 
Mind— a Senfe  of  Shame,  and  an  Appeal  to  the  Public. 
The  Trultees  are  determined  at  the  2.4th  of  June 
enfuing,  to  republilh  their  prefent  Lift,  and  as  it  is 
their  only  Rental,  to  fpecify  the  Arrear  of  every 
Right  Honorable  or  Honorable  Tenant  at  the  2.5th  of 
Majfh^iySS  * there  will  alio  be  added,  a Lift  of  fuch 
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Ivcenfes  as  maybe  vacated  in  the  Interim,  and  of  the 
Proprietors  of  Chairs  who  are  not  under  Licenfe. 
In  prefenting  this  Lift  to  each  Proprietor,  a Notice  is 
ferved.  So  iuconfi derable  an  Amount  cannot  be  an 
Inconvenience  ; it  refts  iolely  on  the  Upper  Clafs,  who 
are  belt  able  to  bear  it— to  Ladies  there  is  every  In- 
ducement to  Punctuality.  The  Fund  is  expended  in 
procuring  them,  Amufements  ; and  the  Profits  are 
deftined  for  the  moil  neceffilous  of  their  own  Sex. 

Chair  Proprietors  may  wifh  to  be  informed  why  the 
Fine  on  taking  out  a Licenfe  has  been  fo  confiderably 
advanced — It  was  to  prevent  a pitiful  Practice  of  occa- 
sionally vacating  a Number,  when  in  Arrear,  and 
commencing  with  a new  one  ; this  ConduCl  ren- 
dered the  Regiftry  falfe  and  uncertain.  In  a former 
Return  in  March  1786,  the  fame  identical  Chair  had 
four  difkinEl  Numbers  ; and  of  the  471,  th^t  formed  the 
Lift,  220  were  unproductive. 

The  preftnt  Numbers  are  well  able  and  it  is  hoped 
net  unwilling  to  pay.  Perhaps  there  is  no  Inftance 
of  fo  (lender  a Revenue  ariling  from  fo  uncommonly 
refpeCtable  a Body.  The  Police  receive  10  Shillings, 
the  Hofpital  35  Shillings,  on  each  Chair.  Seven  Pro- 
portions in  nir.e  are  private,  t<wo  public  Property  ; a 
duty  confolidated  might  be  better  collected  ; ample 
Revenue  is  fetured  to  the  Police,  by  the  additional 
Licenfe  ; no  other  Claims  could  be  fimilar.  The 
Donation  would  be  inconfiderable  in  a national  View. 

The  Chair  Proprietors  are  entitled  to  know  how 
their  Payments  have  hitherto  been  expended  ? what 
external  EfFeCt  they  have  produced  } and  what  real 
Advantages  are  likely  to  enfue  } 

Four  diftinCt  Accounts  have  patted  the  Com- 
miffioners  of  the  Imprcfts;  their  Accuracy  is  ua- 
queftionable,  and  their  Report  honorable.

This  Repetition  may  not  be  unneceffary.  The  Pub- 
lic with  Reafon  feldom  fnppofe  the  Expenditure  of 
of  Public  Money  attended  with  private  Lois. 

Thofe,  who  recollect  the  Termination  of  Sackville- 
flreet,  half  obflructed  by  a Shed  for  Chairmen,  the 
ruinous  Wall  and  Entrance  to  the  Rotunda,  and  the 
Deformity  of  its  Roof,  muft  poffefs  uncommon  Pre- 
judices not  to  be  fcnfible  of  Tome  Change. 

If  rendering  Winter  Refidence  agreeable,  encou- 
raging Manufactures,  leffening  private  Houfe  Expen- 
ces,  introducing  Regularity  in  Hours,  and  effectually 
relieving  the  Diflreflfed,  are  Matters  of  Indifference, 
this  Public  Money  has  indeed  been  much  mifapplied. 

The  mod  aflidnous  of  the  Committee  for  conduct- 
ing the  Buildings  cannot  be  diffatisfied,  at  being 
relieved  from  a troublefome  and  unprofitable  Talk  ; 
the  Works  though  unfinifhed  are  not  unproductive. 

It  is  ridiculous  to  fuppofe  in  the  Magnitude  of 
National  Expencc  lately  incurred,  the  inconfiderable 
Amount  necelfary  to  complete  and  diCncumber  th  $ 
Work,  could  have  been  felt ; this  Hofpital,  this 
Channel  of  well  directed  Benevolence,  had  then 
continued  unreftrained. 

The  Trullees  have  experienced  what  they  jufUy 
confulered,  unmerited  Neglect ; they  are  not,  they 
cannot  be  infenfible  to  it. 

On  the  prefent  Adnainiftration  they  have  no 
Claims,  but  what  an  unreferved  Statement  of  Facts, 
and  the  Feelings  of  an  honed  Mind  may  dictate*, 
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for  they  are  not  entitled  to  folicit  a Requeft,  where 
they  could  not  confider  Compliance  as  conferring  a 
perfonal  Obligation. 

Unavoidable  Neceffity,  and  the  Principle  of  common 
Honelty,  might  have  compelled  Admiffion  into  this 
Hofpital  to  be  replaced  on  its  original  Footing,  and 
reftriCted  to  a Recommendation  in  Writing  from  the 
actual  Supporters  of  a Bed — thefe,  (who  are  Refidents) 
do  not  exceed  30  in  Number — Thirty  Beds  might  there- 
fore have  remained  unoccupied,  for  two  Years ; for 
fo  long  would  it  take  to  difcharge  the  Incumbrances, 
by  the  Profits  of  the  Public  Rooms,  unlefs  efpecially 
relieved  or  protected  by  the  Patience  and  Humanity 
of  the  Claimants.  Thefe  Debts  were  not  contra&ed 
in  Extravagance  ; but  in  protecting  the  Woiks,  and  in 
refeuing  the  Hofpital  from  Contagion. 

If  thefe  Apartments  fhould  hereafter  be  eftimated 
as  a Public  Advantage,  and  the  Profit,  an  ample 
Support ; it  fhould  be  remembered,  that  to  the 
Humanity  of  the  prefent  Speaker,  Mr.  Foster  (when 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer)  they  owe  theii  Exigence: 
and  to  the  liberal  Confidence  of  Mefifrs.  La  Touc  he, 
their  Execution. 

Thofe  who  have  conduced  the  Buildings  are  now 
obliged  to  clofe  with  the  Public.  Their  Line  and  In- 
dependence in  Life,  rendered  Difappointments  of  no 
Significance  to  them,  which  might  have  been  fatal 
to  the  honeft  Artificer. 

May  their  Conduct  in  this  inconfiderable  Inftance, 
remain  a lading  Warning  to  others,  how  abfurd, 
how  ineffectual,  and  how  dangerous  it  may  be,  to 
prefume  to  attempt  to  ferve  the  Public,  without  de- 
riving pecuniary  Advantage  to  the  Individual.

That  in  order  to  affift  the  Inftru&ion,  and  to  accom- 
modate the  Pupils  of  the  principal  Mailers,  free  Ad- 
mifllon  Tickets  (not  transferable)  be  fent  to  fome  of 
the  principal  InftruCtors  in  Dancing  in  this  City. 

That  all  Perfons  in  Carriages  or  Chairs,  coming  to 
thefe  Aflemblies,  be  fet  down  at  the  common  Entrance 
near  Great  Britain-ftreet. 

That  in  going  away,  ail  Carriages  do  attend  at 
the  fame  Door  to  Great  Britain-ftreet;  and  private 
Sedan  Chairs  in  the  Hofp’tal-yard,  where  no  numbered 
Chair  will  be  permitted ; and  numbered  or  public  Sedan 
Chairs  will  attend  in  Cavendifti-ftreet,  the  great  Door 
into  which  will  be  opened  immediately  after  Supper. 

That  no  Spe&ators  or  Servants,  except  Attendants, 
(hall  on  any  Account,  be  permitted  to  get  into  the 
Rotunda,  Halls,  or  Paflages.  The  Conductors  of 
thefe  Aflemblies  are  aware,  how  neceffary,  defirable, 
and  conducive  to  Sobriety  among  Servants,  it  would 
be,  to  procure  them  comfortable  Accommodation  for 
waiting.  Their  limited  Fund  has  alone  prevented  it 
from  being  long  fince  completed. 

That  a proper  and  fufficient  Guard  be  procured. 

That  all  Matters  of  Difference  be  regulated  by  the 
three  fenior  Stewards  then  prefent  ; and  that  it  be 
confidered  the  Duty  of  every  Gentleman  to  enforce 
their  Decifion. 

IT  has  been  much  regretted,  that  no  Place  of  Public 
Reception  has  been  attempted  in  the  Metropolis 
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during  the  Winter  Seafon,  for  the  Evenings  of  Sundays, 
confident  with  the  Rules  of  Propriety  and  Decorum. 

The  Governors  of  the  Hofpital  were  induced  to 
open  their  Rooms,  as  a Public  IValk  or  Promenade ; 
and  they  have  to  acknowledge  with  Gratitude  the 
Prote&ion  and  Favour  of  the  Public.  The  Accom- 
modations will  in  Time  be  more  convenient,  but  no 
Species  of  Liquor,  except  Tea,  &c.  ever  admitted. 

Their  Novelty  over,  it  mud  be  expe&ed  that  the 
great  Profits  will  fubfide;  but  it  may  come  to  produce 
rational  Society  for  dome  Hours,  which  might  othei  wife 
be  dedicated  to  Inebriety  and  Gambling  on  thefe 
Evenings,  when  there  is  no  public  Entertainment  to 
amufe  or  fill  the  leifure  Time. 

It  remains  with  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  fird 
Rank,  to  determine  whether  this  Entertainment  (hall 
be  of  real  Ufe  to  Society  as  well  as  to  the  Charity. 
Their  condant  Prefence  in  the  narrow  Circle  of  a 
Dublin  Affembly  mud  awe  into  Propriety  and  reprefs 
every  Species  of  improper  Conduct,  that  an  indiferi- 
minate  Admlffion  might  occafion. 

The  ufual  Summer  Entertainments  will  commence, 
2t  the  ufual  Summer  Prices,  on  the  id  Day  of  May. 
in  the  Lower  Rooms.  In  every  fecond  Week,  the 
Upper  Rooms  will  be  laid  open  w th  Tea,  at  the 
prefent  Prices.  Concerts  only  on  Thurfdays. 


IT  having  been  fuggeded  by  many  Ladies  and  Gen- 
tlemen, that  Weekly  Card  Ademblies  might  be  held 
in  thefe  Apartments  for  the  Winter  Seafon  ; and  that 
a Night  in  each  Week  might  be  allotted,  which,  with 
the  Reception-Nights  at  the  Cadle,  and  the  Encou- 
ragement the  New  Theatre  fo  eminently  dtferves, 
would  fill  up  the  vacant  Intervals  of  Time. 
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In  Compliance  therefore  with  fuch  Wifhes,  the 
Truftees  of  the  Hofpital  propofe  to  open  a Concert 
and  Card  Afifembly  for  8 Nights  in  the  enfuing  Seafcn 
on  Tuel'days,  which,  with  the  Six  Public  AlTemblies 
arid  Two  Extra  Balls,  will  occupy  unalterably  every 
Tuejday  from  the  ill  of  January  to  the  ill  of  May. 
twelve  Months  Notice  in  Advance  will  prevent  any 
Inconvenience  which  Refpedt  to  Individual5,  or  Mo- 
tives of  Humanity  may  have  heretofore  occafioned. 

The  2,00  Original  Subfcribers,  the  Occafional  Sub- 
feribers  to  the  Affemblies  in  the  prefent  Year,  or  any 
others  who  pleafe  to  fet  down  their  Names  in  any  of 
the  twelve  Ladies’  Subfct  iption-Books  to  be  admitted 
for  Two  Guineas  to  Eight  Affemblies.  Admittance  to 
Ladies  or  Gentlemen  at  the  Door,  iis.  43d.  Tea,  &c. 
and  an  Inftrumental  Band  will  be  provided.  The 
Apartments  are  not  in  a Slate  to  juftify  fuch  a Scheme 
at  the  prefent. 

The  Public  are  fully  apprized  of  the  Exertions  made 
for  their  Accommodation  by  the  Trullees  of  this  Cha- 
rity; the  Retirement  or  Profit  from  walking  in  their 
Garden  is  given  up;  they  have  applied  Donations  and 
B’rquefts,  to  a/laige  Amount,  in  forwarding  the 
AlTembly  Rooms;  and  to  afford  necefifary  Convenience 
and  Relief  to  the  Poor,  they  have  ere&ed  Jixteen 
additional  Beds.  It  is  with  Regret  they  are  obliged 
to  add,  that  the  Number  of  Patients  are  encreafed, 
in  Proportion  as  the  principal  Fund  for  their  Mainte- 
nance has  declined.

The  Reception  of  Patients  and  their  Accommo- 
dation for  fifteen  Days,  may  be  averaged  at  Ten 
Shillings  each . The  Apartments  will  now  readily 
receive  1440  Perfons  in  the  Year,  and  their  Relief 
will  be  eltedled  for  ^720  per  Annum  ; the  lower  Clafs 
who  generally  apply  can  fcldom  give'  up  more  than 
ten  Days  to  their  Confinement,  that  average  Time 
would  extend  Alfillance  to  upwards  of  Two  Thoufiand . 

The  Formality  of  a Recommendation  has  of  late 
been  difpenfed  with;  certa:n  Relief  and  an  Alylum 
were  at  all  Hours  open  for  the  moll  dellitute  and 
abandoned  ; few  Nights  pafifed  without  the  Reception 
of  both. — The  Moment  of  extreme  Agony  is  not  that 
calculated  to  inforce  Repentance,  or  by  the  Refufal 
of  Alfillance  add  to  the  Miferies  of  Prollitution. — 
However  anxious  theTruftees  may  have  been  to  alle- 
viate the  Honors  of  that  lowefl  Clafs,  the  Wives  of 
Tradefmen,  Artificers,  Soldiers,  Sailors,  and  Servants, 
can  bear  Teftimony  of  a comfortable  Reception,  and 
of  unremitting  Care. 

In  order  to  perpetuate  this  general  and  indiferiminate 
Relief,  (as  it  was  not  judged  expedient  to  provide  for 
this  Eftablifhment,  like  the  Marine,  Hibernian  or  fome 
other  City  Charities)  it  was  thought  advifable  to  make 
luch  Additions  to  the  Rotunda,  as  the  Refinement  of  the 
Times,  and  the  Ufage  of  particular  Entertainments, 
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made  neceflary  ; the  Produce  of  which  would  create  a 
permanent  Support.  The  Foundations  were  laid  in 
Form  by  the  late  Duke  of  Rutland,  17th  July  1784, 
His  very  munificent  private  Benefaction,  noble  as  his 
Nature,  and  ample  as  his  Benevolence,  was  more  than 
fufficient  for  Ornament  or  Decorations.  It  mud  ap- 
pear peculiarly  unlucky,  that  in  the  national  Liberality 
of  the  Seffion  of  1787,  a Work,  founded  by  that 
much  revered  Character  in  Perfon,  bearing  his  Family 
Achievements  on  its  Front,  (as  in  the  Admilfion 
Ticket  for  1789)  and  remaining  a decided  Memorial 
of  the  ALra  of  his  Government,  fhould  have  been  the 
ill-timed  Victim  to  public  Oeconomy. 

Fortunately  for  the  Scheme,  the  Conductors  of  this 
Work  were  more  animated  with  Zeal  than  regulated 
by  Prudence.  A Debt  certainly  is  contracted,  but 
had  the  Amount  of  it  been  withheld,  by  a timid 
Conduct,  the  Work  would  have  been  uncovered  and 
injured  by  Weather;  and  the  Sum  which  Parliament 
gave  a Power  to  raife  on  the  Chair  Tax,  and  which 
was  expended  thereon,  would  have  been  loft.  On 
this  alfo  has  been  laid  out,  a Donation  from  the  Exe- 
cutors of  Mr.  Rogerfon  of  £1090,  and  a Bequeft  with 
Interefl  from  the  late  Mr.  Pole,  of  £50 6 ; the  Profits 
of  which  Applications  mufl  be  infinitely  more  produc- 
tive to  the  Charity,  than  any  Interefl  or  other  Difpo- 
fition  whatever  could  be. 

The  uncommon  Influx  of  the  Poor  in  the  Spring  of 
1787,  to  this  Hofpital,  and  the  frequent  Neceflity  of 
two  Patients  occupying  the  fame  Bed,  vitiated  the 
Air,  and  produced  an  alarming  Indifpofition,  that 
proved  fatal  to  many — there  was  not  a Moment  to 
hefitate— - the  mofl  effectual  Repair  took  place,  and 
one-fourth  additional  Beds  were  added.  This  un- 
avoidable Expence  claims  to  be  difeharged  in  the  firft 
Inftance,  for  on  it  depended  the  abfolute  Exigence  of 
the  Foundation, 
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The  Property  and  Labour  of  the  honeft  and  in* 
duftrious  Artificers  fhould  not  fufFer  for  their  Confi- 
dence ; common  Juftice  requires  their  fair  Demands 
fhould  be  difcharged,  and  a proportionable  Part  of  the 
Profit  of  thefe  Works,  executed  by  their  Means,  ap- 
propriated to  that  Purpofe.  Yet  it  is  not  without  the 
mo!!:  fcnfible  Regret  that  the  Truftees  of  this  Charity 
are  obfged  to  reftrift  that  General  Relief,  which  for 
fome  Years  it  was  their  Objedl  to  accomplifli. 

The  Public  are  competent  to  judge,  if  the  Under- 
taking fhould  be  completed ; at  this  Moment  the 
temporary  Stairs,  though  fecurely  propt,  are  in  a con- 
fiderable  Degree  inconvenient  and  difagreeable : the 
Accommodation  for  Waiting  Servants,  not  adequate 
to  a Twentieth  Part  of  their  Number;  thtir  intended 
Hall  would  have  afForded  ample  Reception,  and  en- 
fured  Sobriety  and  Order  ; if  therefore  any  Accidents 
fhould  take  place,  or  Riots  enfue,  it  is  evident  the 
Truftees  are  not  refponfible;  had  they  received  Par- 
liamentary Santticn  in  the  laft  Seffion,  every  Part  had 
been  now  completed  for  the  Public. 

THE  Corporation  of  the  Hofpital  are  in  Poffcffion 
of  a Proportion  of  Duty  on  Private  Sedan  Chairs, 
amounting  to  £44®  per  Annum. 

They  did  not  at  the  Commencement  of  the  Seffion 
apply  to  Parliament  for  any  additional  Income, 
Grant  or  Tax;  or  any  Sum,  Grant,  or  P a ym  l.  n t 
of  Money  from  the  Public;  but  to  furrendcr  faid 
Duty  of  £440  per  Annum,  and  receive  an  Equivalent 
for  the  fame,  at  the  Rats  of  4 per  Cent,  per  Annum, 
by  which  Difference  of  Intereft,  and  Change  of  Secu- 
rity, the  Purpofes  of  faid  Corporation  would  be  fully 
accompl  fhed,  and  the  Public  relieved  from  thefe  teaz- 
ing  and  repeated  Solicitations.— Yet  this  has  its  Ob- 
jection— ror  a confiderable  Debt  would  appear  in  the 
enfuing  Year,  and  the  Public  would  forget  an  Equi- 
valent had  been  given.

I.  George  THE  SECOND,  by  the  Grace  of 

God,  of  Greai-Britain , France  and  Ireland  King, 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  and  fo  forth,  TO  ALL  unto 
whomthefe  Prefents (hall  come  Greeting.  WHEREAS 
feveral  of  our  Lords,  Clergy  and  Gentlemen  of  our 
Kingdom  of  Ireland , Benefactors  of  the  Hofpital  in 
George's- lane , Dublin , for  the  Relief  of  poor  Lying-in 
Women , in  Behalf  of  themfelves  and  the  reft  of  the 
Benefactors  of  the  faid  Hofpital,  by  their  Petition  to 
our  Right  Trufty  and  Right  entirely  beloved  Coufin 
and  Counfellor  Lionel  Duke  of  Dcrfet , then  our  Lieu- 
tenant  General,  and  General  Governor  of  our  faid 
Kingdom,  letting  forth,  that  in  many  Parts  of  our  faid 
Kingdom,  but  more  efp  -dally  in  the  City  and  Suburbs 
of  the  City  of  Dublin , there  are  always  many  poor 
and  diftreffed  Women  great  with  Child,  who,  by  the 
Sicknefs,  Death,  Abfence,  NcglcCt,  or  extreme  Po- 
verty of  their  Hufbands,  wholly  depend  on  their  own 
daily  Work,  for  even  common  Necefiaries ; and  are 
in  Lying-in,  frequently  both  themfelves  and  Infants 
loft,  not  only  by  the  Difficulty  of  obtaining  the  Care 
and  Attendance  of  feme  Ikilful  Perfon,  but  even 
through  the  Want  of  fuch  Covering,  Lodging,  and 
Suftenance,  as  are  neceflary  for  Women  in  that  Con- 
dition; many  Inftances  of  which  (if  required)  could 
be  produced,  more  efpecially  in  the  Cafe  of  Wives 
and  Widows  of  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  our  Army 
and  Navy. 

II.  And  that  already  a confiderable  Sum  had 
been  collected,  and  many  Perlons  of  Quality  and 
DittinClion,  as  well,  as  others,  had  declared  their 
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Intentions  to  contribute  largely  towards  the  Building 
and  Supporting  an  Hofpital  for  the  Reception  and 
Relief  of  all  poor  and  dittieffed  Lying-in  Women,  as 
foon  as  We  (hould  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  Let- 
ters Patent  for  eredVing  fuch  Hofpital.  That  feverai 
Legacies  had  been  bequeathed  to  the  fame  Purpofe, 
to  be  paid  by  Executors,  when  fuch  Hofpital  fhall  be 
properly  eftablifhed.  That  fuch  Hofpital,  when  efta- 
blifhed  will  be  a Means  not  only  of  preferving  the 
Lives,  and  relieving  the  Mileriesof  numberlefs  Lying- 
in  Women,  but  alfo  of  preventing  that  moll  unnatural 
(though  too  frequent)  Pia&ice  of  abandoning,  or 
perhaps  murdering,  new-born  Infants.  And  that  it 
may  prevent  fuch  Gentlemen  as  intend  to  pra&ife 
Midwifery  in  our  faid  Kingdom,  from  going  abroad 
for  Inllru&ioa.  That  by  admitting  and  inftru&ing  in 
fuch  Hofpital,  Women,  who,  after  fome  Time  fpent 
there,  being  duly  Qualified,  may  fettle  in  fuch  Parts 
of  our  faid  Kngdom,  as  mofl  (land  in  need  of  fuch 
Perfons,  it  will  be  a Means  of  preventing  the  unhappy 
EfFe&s  owing  to  the  Ignorance  of  the  Generality  of 
Country  Midwives.  That  by  preferving  the  Lives  of 
fo  many  Infants,  who,  in  all  ProbabTty  mud  other- 
wife  perilh,  it  will  inert afe  the  Number  of  our  Sub- 
jects in  our  faid  Kingdom. 

III.  AND  further  fetting  forth,  that  the  Peti- 
tioners were  the  more  encouraged  in  their  Appli- 
cation to  our  faid  then  Lieutenant  General  and 
General  Governor  of  our  faid  Kingdom  of  Ireland , 
from  the  great  Succefs  which  had  then  already 
attended  an  Attempt  towards  an  Hofpital  of  this 
Kind,  made  by  DoCtor  Bartbohme'w  Mojfe  of  the 
faid  City  of  Dulliny  Surgeon  and  Man-Midwife ; 
who  being  convinced  of  the  great  Ulelulnefs  of 
the  Undertaking,  and  encouraged  thereto  by  the 
Subfcriptions  of  feverai  well  difpofed  Perfons,  had

X.  AND  our  further  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  and 
we  do  hereby  authorize  and  dirett,  that  the  faid 
Prefident,  Vice  Prefidents,  Treafurer,  Secretary, 
Mafter  of  the  faid  Hofpital,  and  the  .reft  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  faid  Corporation,  alfo  above  named,  or  as 
many  of  them  the  faid  Prefident,  Vice  Prefidents, 
Treafurer,  Secretary,  Mafter  of  the  Hofpital,  and 
Members  as  conveniently  can  or  may,  fhall  within

AND  our  further  Will  is,  and  We  do 
hereby  authorize  and  require,  that  in  all  general 
Courts  or  Meetings,  the  Prefident  (or  in  Cafe  of  his 
Death  or  Abfence  the  Vice  Prefident  firft  named  in 
the  Lift  of  Vice  Prefidents,  then  prefent)  be  the 
Chairman  of  the  faid  Court,  and  have  a double  or 
rafting  Vote  in  Cafe  of  Equality  of  Votes.  And  in 
Cafe  of  the  Death  or  Abfence  of  the  Prefident,  and 
of  all  the  Vice  Prefidents,  that  the  Majority  of  Go-* 
vernors  then  prefent,  may  appoint  any  Governor  pre- 
fent to  be  Chairman  of  the  faid  Court,  who  fhall 
likewife  have  a double  ©r  cafting  Voice,  in  Cafe  of 
Equality  of  Votes,  Provided  alfo  that  no  ACt  in 
any  Committee  be  valid  unlefs  Five  or  more  Mem- 
bers be  prefent,  and  the  major  Part  of  them  prefent 
contenting  thereto.

AND  our  further  Will  is,  that  In  all  fu- 
ture Elections  of  Mafter  of  the  Hofpital,  Regard  be 
always  had,  and  Preference  given  to  fuch  as  have 
been  Affiftants  to  the  former,  or  any  Mafter  of  the 
Hofp:tal,  and  that  in  propofing  and  appointing  all 
future  Affiftants,  Regard  be  always  had,  and  Prefer- 
ence given  to  fuch  as  have  been  inftruCted  in  the  faid 
Hofpital.  AND  WE  do  further  Authorize  and  Di- 
rect, that  no  one  Pcifcu  (hall  be  continued  Affiftant 
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to  the  Matter  longer  than  for  the  Space  of  Three 
Years*  AND  our  further  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  that 
thefe  our  Letters  Patent,  and  every  Thing  therein 
contained  and  fpecified,  or  the  Inrollment  thereof, 
fhall  be,  in  all  and  every  Thing  and  Things,  firm,  valid  , 
and  effectual  in  the  Law,  according  to  the  Purport 
and  Tenor  of  thefe  our  Letters  Patent.  Provided 
always  that  thefe  our  Letters  Patent  be  inrolled,  in 
the  Rolls  of  our  High  Court  of  Chancery , in  our  Aid 
Kingdom  of  Ireland , within  the  Space  of  Six  Months, 
next  enfuing  the  Date  of  thefe  Prefents.  IN  WIT- 
NESS whereof  we  have  caufsd  thete  our  Letters  to 
be  made  Patent.

GENERAL  FUND  or  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL,  DUBLIN. 
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II.  That  Sealed  Propofals  be  advertifed  for  and 
received,  for  Supplying  the  Hofpital  throughout  the 
Year  with  the  following  Articles,  viz.  Butcher’s 
Meat,  Beer,  Bread,  Butter,  Goals,  Candles,  Gro- 
ceries, Lamp-lighting,  Milk,  Repairs,  and  Wafhing; 
and  that  Preference  be  given  to  the  mod  reafonable. 
That  diftinft  Pafs-books  be  kept  for  the  Several  Trades 
People,  wherein  the  feveral  Articles  wanting  fhall  be 
Set  down  by  the  Houfe  Officers;  the  Prices  Shall  be 
inlcrted  by  the  feveral  Dealers  ; and  the  Initials  of 
the  Perfon  who  may  receive  the  lame  Shall  be  added, 
as  Vouchers  for  the  Delivery. 

III.  That  no  half-yearly  Bill,  exceeding  £10,  be 
difeharged,  unlefs  an  Affidavit  be  annexed  thereto, 
or  inferted  in  the  Pafs-book  (if  one  be  kept)  that  the 
feveral  Articles  therein  contained  were  honetlly  de- 
livered, were  good  in  their  Kinds,  and  the  Charge 
reafonable  : And  it  is  recommended  that  all  Accounts 
be  Hated  and  riifcharged  every  fix  Months  if  poffible  ; 
and  likewife  returned  annually  as  directed  to  the 
Commiffioners  of  Imprell  Accounts,  and  that  a For- 
feiture of  ten  Times  the  Value  be  annexed  to  every 
Breach  of  Contra-fl,  for  fuch  Articles  as  may  be  agreed 
for  by  the  Great,  whether  by  Want  of  Weight, 
Goodnefs,  or  by  any  other  Impofition  ; the  fame  to 
be  afeertained  by  the  lnfpettion  of  the  Market  Jury, 
or  by  Proof  on  Oath,  and  on  the  Infpe&ion  of  any 
Magitlrate  of  the  City  or  County  of  Dublin. 

IV.  That  a Monthly  printed  Table,  extra&ed 
from  the  feveral  Pafs-books,  Weekly  Accounts;  and 
RegiHry  of  Patients,  be  furniffied  to  the  Board,  fpe- 
cifying  therein  the  Number  of  Patients,  and  alfo  the 
Number  of  Houfe  Servants  maintained  during  that 
Period,  and  Hating  the  Quantities  and  Kinds  of 
Butcher’s  Meat  received,  alfo  Weight  of  Bread,  the 
Quantity  of  Milk,  See.  Said  Table,  (with  the  fe- 
veral  Pafs-books  referred  to)  to  be  produced  at  every 
Board  to  be  held  in  the  Hofpital. 
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V.  That  In  order  to  prevent  Extortion  from  Pa- 
tients,  and  to  render  the  Attendance  of  the  Servants 
of  this  Charity  ferviceable  and  effectual,  their  Wages 
be  advanced  as  in  the  foregoing  Table,  and  the  fol- 
lowing Diet  be  allowed  them,  viz.  a Pound  of  Meat, 
with  Vegetables  or  Potatoes,  four  Ounces  of  Butter, 
a Pound  of  Bread,  three  Pints  of  Table  Beer,  daily  ; 
and  on  Fall  Days,  l'uch  Proportion  of  Fifh  or  Cheefe 
as  the  Mafter  may  direCV,  or  fuch  future  Regulations 
as  may  on  further  Invert igation,  at  fome  fubfequent 
Board,  be  thought  necfeffiary. 

VI.  That  a Tablet  be  fet  up  in  each  Ward,  re- 
quiring any  Patient,  who  may  have  Caufe  of  Com- 
plaint, to  inclofe  the  fame  in  Writing,  within  fourteen 
Days  from  quitting  the  Hofpital,  to  the  Pvegifler  or 
any  of  the  Governors;  and  if  fuch  Charge  be  fub- 
ftantiated,  the  Servants  ofFending  fhall  be  forthwith 
difrnifled,  and  a Sum  of  one  Quarter’s  Salary  be  de- 
tained for  the  Charity,  or  the  Perfon  aggrieved. 

VII.  That  every  Perfon,  Officer  or  Servant,  re- 
fident  in  faid  Hofpital,  (excepting  the  Marter,  Affift- 
ants,  and  Chaplain)  fhall  take  and  fubfcribe  the  Oath 
hereinafter  fet  forth,  at  any  General  Board  ; and  that 
every  Perfon,  who  (hall  for  ever  hereafter  hold  or 
enjoy  any  Office  or  Employment  therein,  fhall  take 
and  fubfcribe  the  fame,  on  their  refpeCtive  Admiffions 
thereto,  which  faid  Obligation  now  required,  does 
not  arife  from  any  Doubt  of  the  Integrity  of  the 
Parties  concerned,  but  in  order  to  give  every  poffible 
Security  and  Satisfaction  to  the  Public. 

i(  I A.  do  fwear,  that  I will,  to  the 
<c  bed  of  my  Power,  Knowledge  and  Abi- 
“ lity,  difeharge  the  Truft  repofed  in  me, 
**  relative  to  this  Charity,  without  Favour 
“ or  AffeCtion  ; and  that  I will  not  by 
E 
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44  myfclf,  or  permit  any  other  Perfon  with  my 
44  Privity,  to  embezzle  or  apply  to  private 
41  Ufe,  the  Property,  Firing,  or  Provifions 
44  of  this  Hofpital,  but  will  give  immediate 
44  Information  thereof  to  the  Board  : and 
44  that  I will  not  demand,  or  receive  any 
44  Gratuity  from  any  Patient  admitted 
44  therein.  So  help  me  God.” 

VIII.  That  an  Inventory  and  Valuation  be  forth- 
with made  of  the  feveial  Articles  the  Property  of  the 
Hofpital,  whether  appropriated  for  the  general  Ufe, 
or  in  the  Poflefiion  of  the  Refidents  (who  are  expected 
to  deliver  up  the  fame  in  good  Order  when  required) 
all  Matters  of  private  Accommodation,  as  Painting, 
Glazing,  6zc.  and  all  Kinds  of  Furniture  and  Utenfils, 
are  to  be  found  by  the  feveral  Refidents,  and  not  to 
be  chargeable  on  the  Funds  of  this  Charfty  ; and  that 
a Committee  of  three  Governors  do,  in  the  lad  Week 
of  March  annually,  for  ever,  compare  faid  Inventory 
with  the  Articles  therein  fet  forth. 

IX.  That  from  the  great  Concourfe  of  Patients 
who  apply  for  Relief,  it  is  become  neceftary  to  in- 
creafe  the  Number  of  Beds  for  their  Reception. 
That  therefore  the  following  Diftribution  of  Apart- 
ments be  hereafter  confidered  as  the  eftablilhed  Re- 
gulation of  this  Hofpital,  and  do  continue  unalien- 
ably as  luch,  unlefs  hereafter  altered  in  the  Forms  re- 
quired. 

The  upper  Floor,  containing  44  Beds,  in  four 
Wards,  will  accommodate  40  Patients,  and  four' At- 
tendants. 

The  large  Apartment,  and  the  two  fmaller  ditto,  on 
the  North  Eaft  Angle  of  the  principal  Floor,  will 
contain  eleven  Beds,  and  accommodate  ten  Patients, 
afid  one  Attendant. 

The  large  Apartment,  and  the  two  fmaller  ditto,  on 
the  North  Weft  Angle  of  the  principal  Floor,  will 
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contain  eleven  Beds,  and  accommodate  ten  Patients, 
and  one  Attendant. 

The  Matter  to  occupy  the  large  Apartment,  and 
two  fmaller  ditto,  on  the  North  Esft  Angle  of  the 
Bafement  Floor,  and  alfo  the  two  fmall  Apaitments 
on  the  South  Eaft  Angle  of  the  principal  Floor,  with 
occafional  Ufe  of  the  Front  Room. 

The  Affiftant  to  have  the  two  fmall  Apartments  on 
the  South  Weft  Angle  ©f  the  principal  Floor,  with 
occafional  Ufe  of  the  Weft;  Anti-chapel. 

Pupils  to  have  the  large  Apartment  on  the  South 
Weft:  Angle  of  the  Baftment  Floor,  with  Camp-Beds 
therein,  according  to  their  Number,  which  fiiali  not 
at  any  Time  exceed  fix. 

The  Chaplain  to  occupy  the  large  Apartment  on 
the  South  Eaft  Angle  of  the  Bafement  Floor,  and  one 
fmall  Apartment  adjoining  thereto. 

The  Matron  to  have  the  two  fmall  Apartments  on 
th*  North  Weft  Angle  of  th-e  Bafement  Floor,  and 
an  occafional  Ufe  of  the  Board  Room  thereto  adjoin- 
ing. 

The  Houfekeeper  to  have  the  two.  fmall  Apart- 
ments, on  the  South  Weft  Angle  of  the  Bafement 
Floor. 

As  the  Hofpital  would  be  obliged,  at  a very  cen- 
fiderable  Expence,  to  build  Kitchens  for  the  new 
Apartments  in  Cavendifh-row,  it  is  therefore  recom- 
mended, and  it  is  hereby  direfted  and  ordered,  that 
fuch  Kitchens  and  Apartments  as  may  be  marked  for 
thatPurpofe,  in  a Pian  to  be  fubmitted  to  the  Board, 
be  for  ever  annexed  to  fuch  new  Buildings,  and  fc- 
parated  from  the  Offices  of  faid  Hofpital ; and  that 
the  Apploimentsof  faid  underground  Floor,  as  marked 
and  fet  forth  on  faid  Plan,  be  for  ever  confidered  as 
appropriated  to  the  feveral  Refidents  therein  fpeci- 
fied,  and  do  remain  as  a Record  with  the  Regifter. 

X.  That  the  neceftary  Confumption  of  Coals  for 
the  Wards  (allowing  feven  Months  for  the  greater  or 
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Winter  Proportion)  and  alfo  the  daily  Confumption 
in  the  Kitchen  and  Houfekeeper’s  Room,  be  returned 
to  the  Board. 

XI.  That  the  Matter  of  the  Hofpital  be  required, 
once  or  more  in  every  Year,  to  read  a Courfe  of  Lec- 
tures on  Midwifery,  and  that  a Regiftry  of  Perfons 
attending  the  fame,  be  regularly  kept. 

XII.  Although  we  deem  it  highly  advantageous 
to  the  Public,  that  Students  in  Midwifery  fliould  be 
allowed  to  profit  by  the  Experience  to  be  derived  from 
Practice  in  Hofpitals,  yet  as  it  is  injurious  to  the 
Character  of  this  Hofpital,  and  unprecedented  in  every 
other,  as  well  as  inconfiftent  with  the  Peace  of  Mind, 
and  Safety  of  Patients,  to  be  attended  by  young  Men 
totally  ignorant  of  Midwifery ; it  is  therefore  refolved, 
that  no  Student  ttiall  in  future,  from  the  firft  of  No- 
vember 1787,  be  admitted  to  praCtife  in  this  Hof- 
p:tal,  without  producing  a Certificate,  figned  either 
by  a reputable  Teacher  or  Practitioner  in  Midwifery, 
by  two  Fellows  of  the  King  and  Queen’s  College  of 
Pnyficians  in  Dublin,  or  by  the  Prcfident  and  two 
Cenfors  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland, 
that  he  is  a proper  qualified  Perfon  to  be  admitted  a 
Pupil  or  Student  into  faid  Hofpital  •,  the  Certificate 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  and 
his  Name  and  Time  of  Admittlon  to  be  regiftered. 

XIII.  As  we  are,  by  our  Charter,  bound  to  give 
a Preference  in  Election  for  Matter  to  thofe  who  have 
ferved  the  Office  of  Afliftant,  it  is  therefore  refolved, 
that  no  Perfon  (hall  be  deemed  eligible  as  Attiftant, 
who  (hall  not  lay  fatisfa&ory  Proofs  before  a Board, 
that  he  has  been  ^regularly  educated  a Phyfician  or 
Surgeon,  or  has  taken  a Degree  in  fome  Univerfity, 
and  who  has  not  alfo  ttudied  Midwifery,  under  fome 
reputable  Teacher, 
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XIV.  That  at  the  Expiration  of  the  Term  of  Re- 
ficience  of  any  Matter,  the  Afilttantsto  be  continued, 
with  the  exprefs  Approbation  of  the  Board,  but  not 
otherwife  ; the  Privilege  of  the  Matter  to  recom- 
mend, being’ confidered  as  terminating  with  his  Re- 
fidence. 


XV.  That  as  fix  Months  will  be  found  fufficient 
for  the  InttruCVion  of  Female  Pupils,  four  (if  they 
offer)  be  received  in  each  Year,  two  at  a Time. 
That  they  diet  with  the  Houfekeeper.  That  of  the 
£30  preferred  by  their  refpe&ive  County,  £10  be 
confidered  for  their  Diet,  £10  the  Matter  for  his  In- 
ftru&ion,  and  £10  for  Incidents  and  Expence  of 
Journey. 

XVI.  That  a printed  Certificate,  figned  by  the 
Matter,  and  one  of  the  Aflittants,  be  granted  to  each 
Pupil,  Male  or  Female,  who  fhall  have  ferved  and 
attended  a regular  Courfe  in  faid  Hofpital,  and  that 
ar  certain  Seal  (hall  be  affixed  thereto  by  the  Regitter, 
and  an  Entry  thereof  made  in  the  Regittry  before  di- 
rected to  be  kept ; and  that  two  Shillings  and  Six- 
pence, and  no  more,  be  demanded  for  the  fame. 

XVII.  That  twelve  Ladies  (Wives  or  Daughters 
of  Governors)  be  requetted  to  become  Monthly  Vifi- 
tors,  in  Rotation  ; for  the  InfpeClion  of  the  Diet,  Ac- 
commodation, Cleanlinefs,  and  Attendance  on  Pa- 
tients. That  they  pleafe  to  meet  once  a Month  in 
the  Board-Room.  They  will  furniffi,  in  Writing, 
their  Remarks  on  any  NegleCt  in  Diet,  &c.  to  the 
Board.  And  that  they  have  a Weekly  Ticket,  to  be 
left  with  the  Ward-maid  whom  they  (hall  find  moft 
exemplary  for  Cleanlinefs  and  Attendance;  and  that 
the  Servants  of  the  Ward,  where  moft  fuch  Weekly 
Marks  fhall  appear,  at  the  End  of  the  Year,  fhall  be 
cloathed,  or  rewarded,  to  the  Amount  of  Ten  Pounds 
Sterling. 
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XVIII.  That  the  Cloathing  of  each  poor  Patient, 
be  wafhed  at  the  Expence  of  the  Charity,  and  that 
Cleanlined,  fo  eflential  to  this  Foundation,  be  parti- 
cularly attended  to,  in  Bedding,  &c. 

XIX.  That  a Medical  Committee,  confiding  of 
the  Mader  for  the  Time  being,  the  confulting  Phy- 
fician  and  Surgeon,  fuch  former  Matters  as  are  Go- 
vernors of  the  Hofpital,  the  Affiftants  for  the  Time 
being,  if  Graduate  Doctors  of  Phyfic,  or  Members  or 
Licentiates  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  Ire- 
land, be  eftablifhed.  And  that  they  do  meet  as  often, 
at  the  Hofpital,  as  may  be  neceflary  for  the  Regula- 
tion of  the  Medical  Department,  and  to  confider  of  all 
fuch  Matters  as  may,  from  Time  to  Time,  be  referred 
to  them,  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  for  their  Opi- 
nion. And  that  they  report  their  Proceedings,  and 
the  Caufe  of  their  Meeting,  to  the  fucceeding  Gene- 
ral Board. 

XX.  That,  as  the  principal  Support  of  this  Cha- 
r ty  is  produced  from  Public  Entei  tainments  in  Apart- 
ments contiguous  to  the  Hofpital,  it  mud  be  of  the 
ulmoil  Advantage  to  contrive  every  poflible  Accom- 
modation for  Servants,  to  prevent  Noife  and  Diduib- 
ance.  And  therefore  that  the  Board  will  pleafe  to 
direct  (when  their  Funds  can  admit  of  it)  a large 
Hall,  extending  from  Great  Britain-dreet  to  the  Ro- 
tunda, to  be  eredded,  of  fuch  confiderable  Breadth  as 
to  admit  of  a railed  Paffage  for  Company,  and  a 
Space,  with  three  Fire-places  on  either  Side  for  wait- 
ing Servants;  and  fuch  other  Accommodation  as  the 
Governors  of  this  Charity  may  judge  neceflary. 

XXI.  That  Carriages  coming  to  the  Public  Rooms, 
be  required  to  draw  up  at  the  new  principal  Entrance 
in  Great  Britain-dreet,  with  their  Horfes  Heads  to 
the  Wed,  or  towards  Granby-row  ; and  that  the  Peace 
Officers  or  Door-keepers  be  hereby  authorized  aud 
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required  to  take  fpecial  Care  that  no  Driver  of*  a Car- 
riage (hall  force  out  of  his  Rank  or  Order  to  impede 
others. 

XXII.  That  a Door  for  private  Sedan  Chairs  only 
to  attend  at,  (hall  be  provided  in  the  Hofpital  Yard, 
to  avoid  as  much  as  may  be  the  Inconvenience  or  Dis- 
turbance, which  the  Patients  at  prefent  fuffer, 

XXIII.  That  two  Doors  for  public  or  numbered 
Sedan  Chairs,  be  contrived  from  fuch  Waiting  Hall, 
both  to  open  into  the  Extremity  of  Cavendilh-ftreet, 
lately  laid  open  to  Sackville-ftreet  *,  and  that  a Fine 
of  Five  Shillings  be  exadled  and  levied  on  every 
numbered  Sedan  Chair  that  fhall  at  any  Time  (land 
or  wait  at  the  Door  in  the  Hofpital  Yard  heretofore 
allotted  for  private  Sedan  Chairs  only.  To  be  re- 
covered by  Plaint  on  Oath  before  the  Governors  of 
the  Work-houfe,  or  fuch  other  Perfon  or  Perfons, 
who  for  the  Time  being  fhall  have  Power  and  Autho- 
rity to  regulate  Hackney  Sedan  Chairs  in  the  City 
of  Dublin. 

XXIV.  That  the  common  Entrance  into  the 
Gardens  be  eftablifhed  at  the  North  Weft  Angle* 
That  Keys  be  given  to  any  of  the  neighbouring  Fa- 
milies, who  may  choofe  the  fame  for  Admiffion,  at 
the  yearly  Payment  of  Half-a-Guinea  each  ; but  that 
on  Nights  of  Public  Entertainment,  a fecond  Lock 
be  put  on,  to  prevent  the  Admiffion  of  any  Perfon 
whatfoever.  That  out  of  the  Produce  of  faid  Keys, 
four  Pounds  per  Annum  be  added  to  the  Conftabie 
of  the  Watch  for  daily  Attendance,  and  the  Refidue 
to  the  general  Ufes  of  the  Charity. 

XXV.  That  no  Sum  whatfoever  above  Twenty 
Pounds  (befides  the  Ufual  current  Expoices)  (hall  be 
allowed,  unlefs  an  Eftimate  was  laid  before  the  Board 
or  a Committee,  and  an  Order  made  thereupon. 
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XXVI.  That  no  extraordinary  Work  be  done  in 
the  Hofpital,  Rotunda  or  Garden,  unlefs  by  a direCt 
Order  from  the  Board,  or  the  aCting  Governor,  ap- 
pointed to  fuperintend  the  fame  ; and  that  all  Me- 
chanic Work,  which  cannot  be  done  by  Meafure- 
ment,  be  certified  by  Affidavit. 

XXVII.  That  no  Dogs  be  kept  by  Refidents,  or 
admitted  into  the  Hofpital. 

XXVIII.  That  no  Perfon  be  put  in  Nomination 
for  a Governor  who  is  not  a BenefaCW,  cither  by 
annual  Contribution  (which  (hall  be  confidered  during 
Life,  unlefs  Notice  be  given  in  Writing  to  the  con- 
trary) or  for  fome  effential  Service  ©r  Benefit  done 
to  the  Charity. 

XXIX.  That  any  Perfon  who  has  been  or  (hall 
be  elected  a Governor  on  Account  of  a yearly  Bene- 
faction, ffiall  ceafe  to  vote  or  aCt  as  fuch  whenever 
fuch  Benefaction  is  difcontinued  for  two  Years,  on 
Proof  ©f  its  being  demanded,  which  the  Regifter  is 
hereby  required  regularly  to  do  on  the  laft  Week  in 
January,  and  to  enter  the  fame  at  the  firft  Board  in 
the  fucceeding  Year,  and  ftate  a Table  of  Arrears 
then  due. 

XXX.  That  Governors  be  cleCted  by  Ballot,  two 
thirds  of  the  Governors  prefent  confenting.  No  Per- 
fon  to  be  elected  on  the  Day  he  is  propofed. 

XXXI.  That  the  Matter  of -the  Hofpital  be  a Go- 
vernor during  his  Office,  and  no  longer,  unlefs  by  a 
fubfequent  Election. 

XXXII.  That  the  Chaplain,  as  fuch,  ffiall  not  be 
elected  a Govejrcor. 
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XXXIII.  That  fuch  Articles  as  Potatoes,  Groats, 
Brown  Sugar,  Sec.  as  may  Come  more  reafonable 
by  Wholesale,  and  can  conveniently  and  fecurtly  be 
flowed,  be  provided  in  that  Manner. 

XXXIV.  That  no  Small-beer  be  allowed  to  any 
of  the  refident  Families. 

XXXV.  That  as  the  Governors  of  the  Hofpital 
(being  a perpetual  Corporation)  are  dire&ed  to  re- 
ceive and  fuperintend  all  Matters  refpe£ting  the  Ex- 
penditures neceflfary  for  the  Square,  their  Regifler 
be  directed  to  provide  a proper  Book  for  the  feveral 
Accounts,  under  the  Heads  neceflfary,  and  calculated 
for  the  forty-eight  Tenements  furrounding  the  Gar- 
dens, and  like  wife  an  additional  Statement  for  fuch 
other  additional  Tenements  as  are  liable  to  pay  for  a 
Watch  and  Patrole  as  now  eftablifhed. 

XXXVI.  That  no  Perfon  fhall  a6l  as  Agent  and 
Regifler  for  this  Charity,  who  fhall  not  give  an  un- 
deniable Security  to  the  Board,  to  the  Amount  of  One 
Thoufand  Pounds  Sterling  for  his  Conduct. 

XXXVII.  That  all  Orders  and  Entries  made  at 
any  Board  refpc£ling  this  Charity  fhall  be  publicly  read 
over  by  the  Regifler  at  the  fubfequent  Board,  pre- 
vious to  any  further  Proceedings. 

XXXVIII.  That  when  the  annual  Receipts  of  the 
Hofpital  fhall  be  likely  to  exceed  the  Sum  of  one 
Thoufand  Five  Hundred  Pounds  per  Annum,  a Sum 
not  exceeding  Fifty  Pounds  may  be  yearly  applied  in 
Flannel  Cloathing  or  otherwife,  to  the  Relief  of  the 
moft  neceffltous  Patients;  at  the  Difcretion  of  Ladies 
the  Wives  of  Governors.  Such  Afliflance  not  to  exceed 
the  Sum  of  Ten  Shillings  to  any  Perfon,  and  to  be 
certified  by  Paid  Ladies  in  Writing. 
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At  a Board  of  the  Governors  and  Guardians 
of  the  Hofpital  for  the  Relief  of  poor  Lying-in 
Women,  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  on  Saturday 
■ the  2,8th  Day  of  January,  1786, 

It  is  Resolved, 

THAT  the  foregoing  Bye-Laws  and  Regulations 
be  confidered  as  the  ACt  of  this  Eoard,  in  Purfuance 
of  the  Power  veiled  in  them  by  Parliament,  upwards 
of  Eleven  Governors  being  prefent.

I amdiredbed  to  remark, 
that  of  the  £30  presented,  £10  is  intended  for  the 
Matter  for  his  InftrudVion,  £10  for  the  Diet  and  Main- 
tenance of  the  Pupil,  and  £10  for  the  Expences  of  the 
Journey,  Return,  and  other  Incidents.  The  Advantage 
that  may  be  extended  to  the  remote  Parts  of  the 
Country  (and  not  any  Emolument  for  the  Charity)  is 
the  Objedt  here  attended  to.  Pleafe  to  fignify  the 
Decihon  of  your  Grand  Jury  after  your  Attize.  The 
Claufe  of  the  Adt  is  fubjoined.

AMONG  the  many  public  Advantages  derived  from 
this  Inditution,  there  feems  none  more  beneficial, 
than  this  Opportunity  of  difieminating  a certain  Degree 
of  pra&ical  Knowledge  on  this  national,  humane,  and 
intereding  Subject,  throughout  the  moll  remote  Parts 
of  this  Kingdom,  on  the  mod  reafonable  Terms. 
The  Refidence  of  Perfons  here  indru&ed,  in  Places 
mod  remote  from  the  Aid  of  County  Surgeons,  ferves 
to  affift  this  Extent  of  Relief.

An  Eftablifhment,  with  Dormitory,  &c.  for  the 
Reception  and  InftruCtion  of  young  Gentlemen,  de- 
fer ves  the  InfpeCtion  of  the  Public. 

It  may  be  difficult  to  trace  to  what  Motive  the 
uncommon  Influx  into  the  Hofpital,  at  this  prefcnt 
Seafon,  may  be  attributed  ; whether  from  the  Neceffi- 
ties  of  the  Pqor  ; the  comfortable  Accommodation  of 
■which  even  the  middling  Ranks  are  fenfible  ; a gene- 
ral Confidence  in  the  Foundation  ; or  the  Spirit  of 
Perverfenefs,  when  the  Reception  was  on  the  Eve  of 
being  redriCted. 

The  Numbers,  however,  admitted  from  the  id  of 
January  to  the  1 11  of  April,  almoft  exceeds  Belief. 
There  W'ere,  in  the  Space  of  three  Months,  Four  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty-one , which  if  continued,  would  in  the 
Year  exceed  Eighteen  Hundred . 


It  mud  be  peculiarly  fatisfaCtory  to'  the  zealous 
Advocates  for  this  Charity,  that  at  the  Moment  of  its 
Didrefs,  almoft  every  Clafs  of  Society  feemed  intereded 
on  its  Behalf.  Gentlemen,  whofe  very  Amufements 
tend  to  refine  their  Senfibility,  flood  forward  with  an 
Oratorio.  In  the  Benevolence  and  uncommon  Abili- 
ties of  the  Rev.  Mr.  K i rwan,  the  Charity  has  found  a 
powerful  Advocate  and  Friend,  and  derived  Advantages 
to  an  Extent  hitheito  unprecedented  ; this  Foundation 
has  been  judged  deferving  Attention  in  the  Commemo- 
ration ; the  Appearance  and  Protection  which  have  ho- 
noured the  Public  Rooms,  (even  in  their  prefcnt  un- 
finiftied  State)  have  been  creditable  and  productive  ; 
and  by  an  humane,  but  powerful  Interference,  fome  of 
the  public  Exhibitions  are  become  tributary. 
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When  the  Public  Affemblies  were  almoft  concluded,
